Rancher murdered 
in midnight battle 
on border of Alberta 


LETHBRIDGE.—Word reached the 
city late Tuesday night, the 23rd from 
Coutts of a gunning affray near Sweet 
Grass, resulting in the death of Henry 
Jacobbson, a well known rancher, who 
lived 17 miles west of Sweet Grass. 
He was shot dead, at close range, on 
the hour of midnight, Monday.
